IMPEEIAL PARLIAMENT. 



Were British Warships Removed 
Out of the Blocliade Limit by 
Admiral Uumann? 



Mr. Gladstone on the Adequacy and 
Capacity of the Mediten-auean 
Squadron. 



London, Nov. 7.— In the House of Com- 
mons Mr. Thomaa Gibson Howlea, Tory 
member for Lynn Rogia, asked the Govern- 
ment for information as to the truth of the 
report that the British warships Pallas, 
Swift and Pigmy had been removed out of 
tho blockade iiniita eatubliahed by the 
French in Siameao wateis, when ordered to 
move outside tlio limits by Rear Admirul 
Humonn, oomraanding tho French fleet. 
Sir Edward Gray, Parliamentary Secretary 
of the Foreign Office, said in reply that the 
British vessels had left of their own accord 
after the Frenoh admiral had notified them 
that tho blockade had been csrublishcd. 
They could have remained inside the block- 
ade litiea BO far ua any notice from the 
French Admiral was concerned. As a tnal- 
ter of fact tho lirilish warship Linnet 
had stayed inside tho blockade limits. 

Rt. Hon, Mr. Gladat^ne, in respoDse to 
(|Uo3liona relative tn tho atrengtli of the 
liritiah and other lleeta in tlie Mediter- 
ranean, aaid that tlie Government was per- 
fectly satisfied of the adequacy and capacity 
of the lirilieh Mediterranean Etjuadron to 
meet every duly. He declined to diecuss 
the condition of tho navy as aflected by re- 
cent events. 

Tho Parish Councils bill passed its second 
reading to-night. 



RELIEF FOR SANTANDER. 

The Number of Dead, Wounded and IHbsIdb 
in the Thoueauds. 

Madhid, Nov. 7. — A decree has been 
issaed authorizing the applioation of the re- 
mainder of the funds oontributed for the 

sufferers by tho Conaucgra floods to the 
people who suffered by tho disaster ut San- 
tander. The fire brigades of Valladolid and 
Bilbao have BaooeeJed in eztingnisblng tbe 
flames. The burial of the bodies recovered 
took place to-day. A tremendous crowd 
followed tho remains to the cemeteiy. 
Divers began the work of rescuing 
the bodies from tho sea, but bscame so 
appalled ot the number of bodies which 
they found that they refused to proceed and 
begged tho authorities not to compel them 
to continue the terrifying task. Grappling 
irona aro now being used to recover tho 
bodies. The number of dead, miaaing and 
injurc'Jl is atill unknown. It is certain the 
number will reach thousands. Many pcr- 
aona nro dying from wounda and aeveral aro 
expected to die as a reault of fright. 

LoKDON, Nov. G. — A dispatch to the Daily 
News from Madrid says, according to 
figures received late this evening, 17S per- 
sons were killed by the explosion at ISan- 
tander. It is impossible to say how many 
are missing. 



SHOT HItfSELP. 

Whether Artbnr U. Bouillon Cniiie to Ills 
Death by Accident or Otherwise .Not 
Vet Determined. 

SiiKiiiiHOOK ■:, Que., Nov. 7. — (Special) — 
Arthur .M. Bouillon, of Vancouver, B.C., 
who haa been stopping oir and on for tho 
past three mouths ut tho Continental hotel, 
in this oity, oooupied room 36 in that hotel. 
Last night between and 9:30 he went into 
room 36, which is occupied by Mr. Fortier, 
of Watervillc, Maine, who is attending 
school here, and asked him if he had uny 
vaseline which he could give hitn as he 
wiaheii to clean his revolver. Mr. Fortier 
went to his trunk, took out a bottle and 
handed itj tu Bouillon, who went b.iek to his 
own room, but soon returned with 
Bome reading matter, and handing 
it to Fortier said : ""i'ou can amiisi' 
with that while I am cleaning my rovoUur." 
Fortier then asked him if it was loaded. 
Bouilllon luia-.vurid, "No; I have just 
taken tho cartridges out and left them in 
my room." Bouillon took tho revolver in 
his left hand and was cleaning the barrel 
with his right, when, all of a audden, there 
waa a report, and Bouillon foil buck upon 
tho bed, with his hands claaped over his 
breast. Fortier at onco ran down stairs 
and gave tho alarm, and Doctors Camirand, 
Pare and Pelletier were suuimonod. They 
located tho ball in his back. Tho bull, 
which was a ^'2 calibre, struck him on his 
side and pasBed through one luni;. The 
doctors have slight hopes of his recovery. 



BANK OF MONTREAL ROBBERS. 

Grofton and Gellet, the Two Hen Under Arrest, 
Sapposed to Be In Collusion. 

Toronto, Nov. 7.— (Special)— A. F. B. 
Crotton, the man under arrest in Texas on a 

chnrgo of oiiahing n bogus draft on the 
Winnipeg branch of tho Bank of Montreal 
at a Chicago bank, wua formerly in tho 
employ of the Peteiboro branch of tho Bank 
of Montreiil, leaving it about a week ago. 
While in I'etcrboro ho was a great friend of 
Gellet, another employe of that l):ink, who ia 
now under arrest in New Westminster, B 
C. , on a clmr'^e similar to that laid agaiust 
Croflou. Tho authoriiiea have little doubt 
that the men were acting in collusion. They 
also sui-iiect that there is a widespread 
aehomo on foot among e.x employes to rob 
the bank by ineuna of its Btationery and 
through Llii-ir familiarity with tho inside 
working of tho lianka. So far tho Toronto 
brnuch liaa not suffered. A pooaibility 
which is being sorinusly considered by tho 
officers of the bank is that thero ia nn 
accomplice of the swindlers working within 
the bank.

MORDER AND SUICIDE. 

A New York Car Driver Returns to Hallfux, 

Shoots His Wife and Child and then 
Himself. 

Halifax, N. S.. Nov. 7- — (Special)— At 
nine o'clock this morning Richard S. Sav 
uge shot his throo-ycar-old child dead, hii 
wife and then himself. The woman and 
the man were removed to the Viotoria gen- 
erul hospital fatally wounded. Savago 
married Maggie Lupman in thia city five 
yeura ago, and aubaequontly removed to 
Now York, where ho waa engaged aa a car 
driver. Thia summer Mrs. Savnge returned 
to her friends in Halifax und told them that 
she hud been cruelly treated by her huabund 
and that she could not longer live with him. 
She took rooma over a atoro on B.»rrington 
street, near tho Academy of Muaio, und 
earned her living by dreaamukiog und 
Bowing. Sho was doing nicely and hoped 
'.hat she would not have been troubled more 
by her husband. 

Savage arrived in Halifax yesterday 
morning on the steamer Worcester from 
Boston, under an assumed name. During 
the day he located his wife and in the even- 
ing visited her apartments greatly to the 
surprise of the wife. He demanded thut 
she should return to New York and ugain 
live with him. She reminded him of hia 
previous cruelty and of tho hell upon eurth 
thut thoy hud lived while together and re 
fused to have anything more to do with 
him. This angered him greatly und he 
threatened to kill her but ahe would i;either 
yield to hia pleadings nor his threats. She 
warned him to bo careful what ho was 
about becauBO if he attempted uny further 
ill treatment sho had relatives and friends 
liero who would protect her. He threatened 
her with death und left hor. At 9 
o'clock thia morning ho stealthily 
erop'i up to her nparlmontB and again de- 
manded that she should again return with 
him to New York. Upon Mrs. Suvago 
again refusing to entertain tho idea ho drew 
u revolver and sent a bullet through tho 
brain of his little child, and then tired at 
hia wife, sending a couple of bulleta into her 
head and neck. 

For u moment he surveyed his murderous 
work and then turned hia atill smoking re- 
volver upon himself and sout^ a bullet crush- 
ing through his own skull under the right 
ear. His wife had fallen upon the dying 
body of her child, and the murderer and 
suicide fell upon the bodies of both. The 
revolver shots bad been heard from tho 
street and when the people on the street 
rushed up to tbe apartments, the throe 
bodies were lying in a heap, the father and 
mother were still living, bab the child was 
dead. Savage and his wife were removed 
to the hospital in the ambulance. The wife 
died in a coupio of hours, and tho doctors 
say the husband cannot survive.

NELSON AND FOKT SHEPPARD. 

Tho First Train to Connect With HarcnBilfVlll 
Bun on December I— The Service to 
be Qlven. 

(From tho Spokane Koviow.) 

NolsoD, B. C, and Spokane will be con- 
nected by »u all-steel band of standard 
width and Siieness December 1, when tho 
(irst train on tho Nelson &. Fort Sheppard 
railroad will connect at Marcus with tho 
Spokane & Northern train. The run to 
Mclson will be reduced to eight hours, 
audJ^aslo will be within eleven hours of 
Spokane, , 

"It ia our intention," said President D. 
C. Corbin last evening, " to oontinue the 
usual service between here and Marcus dur- 
ing the winter nnd to add a two-or-three- 
times-a-week service between Marcus and 
Nelson. Then in the spring daily trains 
will run. Leaving Spokane at 7:30 the pas- 
senger will reach Kaslo for supper, and re- 
turning tho train wilt wait at Nelson until 
the early boat arrives from Kuslo." 

Althongli the connection with Nolson ia 
to all iuleiitH and purpoaea complete, there 
will remain livj milea of work to coiiiploto 
in tho spring Tho route of tne road brings 
it close to Nelson at a point several hundred 
feet above tho water. It runs on to Five 
Mile I'oint, where it will cud temporarily 
this season, and later will bo continued 
back on the water level into Nelson. 

The wliolo road is ;iOO milea long. Its 
heaviest grades are ii.t the extreme Nelson 
ond, beyond tiie aummit It takes u route 
up the Columbia to Wanela, up Beaver 
creek and aorosa to tho head of Salmtm riv- 
er. Then it crosaes tho summit and runs 
down the Cottonwood. Its greatest eleva- 
tion 18 li.COO feet above tho level of tho sea. 

Four bridges remain to be built and u few 
milea of truuk beyond tho summit. The 
traoklaying alone could bo done in a week, 
but the bridge work ia expected to occupy 
twelve or fourtei ii days. The road was 
bonded for but $2(1, (JUO per mile, its cost of 
construction being about the average of 
mountain railway systems.

In the Imperial Houao of Coinmonn yes- 
day. Sir Edward Gray, replying to Sir 
George l!idon Po-™'cll regarding t!ic sei/.iire 
of the Henrietta in Behring Sea, said that 
tho Government had already filed a protest 
against the action of the United States anth- 
orities. This is indeed prompt action on the 
p»rt of the Home Government, to whom the 
facts of the case were transmitted not a 
fortnight ago. The Henrietta, owned by 
tho Spring Estate, was, it will be remember- 
ed, seized by the Yorktown, illegally, as tho 
Alaska courts decided. The American offi- 
cers then tried the game of btuCf and told 
the owners they might have their schooner 
back and nothing more would be said. But 
tho owners declined to aeoept the schooner 
at Sitka and a British waranip also declined 
to take her, so the Americana decided to re- 
turn her to Collector Milne. This has not 
yet been done, and in the meantime the 
owners communicated with the Government 
at Gttawa requesting that the action of the 
Yorktcwu be formally protested. 

AS ADVENTURODS SKA VOYAGE. 

The schooner Volunteer, a small twelvo- 
ton sealing craft, returned to Seattle the 
other day after a most dangerous and ex 
trcmely exciting ocean voyage, in which she 
came within an ace of being lost, For ten 
months she has been riding the swells of the 
Pacific Ocean, and during the past month 
has b-jen in a moat forlorn condition. In a 
heavy galo she had her decks swept clear of 
all boats, binnacles, compasses, anchors, 
etc , and her sails were completely tattered. 
Once the little craft, wlien she wan about 
HOD miles northwest of Caue Flattery, stood 
on her beam ends for nearly twenty minutes, 
with her bow buried in the water. It was 
queation tlien with the crow of righting 
tho craft or going to the bottom, but luck 
was with them and she soon reached the 
Straits. 

THE MOOUL's OAROO. 
The N. P. R. Co.'b big freighter Mogul is 
again <u 7-oittc to Victoria from the Orient, 
having sailed irom Yokohama on the 1st 
iuat. She carries about ,'{,000 tons of gen- 
eral cargo, including 2.)0 tons for Victoria 
and about .'500 tons for Portland and tho 
Sound cities.

luhumaa Cruelties PerpHtrated by tlie 
Man HautHPs— Barricades of 
Human Heads. 

Sights SurpasHiuff iu Hideous Savag: 
ery Anytliiugr That Can Be 
Imagined. 



New York; Nov. 6 A Horald Wash 

iuglou Bptuin! Huya : A thrilling atory of the 
African sliivo trudo has roaohod the State 
Department from its repreaentativo in th 
Congo free state. GomiDg as it does at i 
time when the attention of the government 
ia being drawn to the darli continent by the 
Matabele war, the oommunioation poBsesaes 
peculiar inleresb aa showing the conditions 
which exist. 

The report is from Dorsey Mohun, United 
States oommeroial agent at Bomba, und the 
only representative of this government in 
that part of Africa In hia story Mr. 
Mohun tells of an expedition, unci aaya that 
many evidences of inhuman cruelly on the 
part of slave traders were encountered. 

When the town of Ikunibn waa reuohed a 
growBonio aight mot the expedition. The 
chief of that dislriet, beiug an ally of the 
Arabs, had placed directly across the rood 
a ghostly barricade of sixteen newly' 
aevered huoda. The natives had fled, hoW' 
ever, and the town was deserted save for 
these ghastly warnings. 

On March '29 a largo body of Arab alavo 
dea'era waa met anil u battle followed. Tlio 
Arabs witbdrow after several hours of fight 
ing. Upon reaching Rdiariba the advance 
guard of tho expedition found tho place to 
bo deserted. The only thing ihoy did Gad 
woa another bit of Arab pleasontry in tho 
ahupo of two right" handa of white men 
nailed to tho flags' all in front of the chief's 
housii. Mr. Mohun expresses the belief that 
they were those of Mr. Miohaela and Mr. 
Noblesse, who were murdered there the 
week before. 

Tho firat battle of tho expedition was 
fought at Stanley Falls, and the rout of the 
Arabs was oomplete. The Arabs who were 
not killed surrendered. At Romie, the 
Arab town, whioh had also been captured, 
Mr. Mobno saw some sights which wcro rc- 
Tolting in the extreme, surpassing in sav- 
agery anything that he had imagined. 

Mr. Mohun says that ho saw 
several natives carrying orms and 
legs down to the beach prepara- 
tory to a feast, and laconically adds 
that a bullet soon pu' an end to theao pro- 
ceedings. Tho notivoa, ho says, soy they 
do not eat numon flesh on account of the 
liking for it, but as tho Arabs aro their 
enemiea they got in all the strength pos- 
sessed by them when they cat them. 

Commandant Challin had given orders 
that this was not to be permitted, and any 
native caught with human flesh in his pos- 
session was to be shot on the spot. 

SANTANDEB'S EXPLOSION. 

Files of Uangrlnd Bodies Among the Snnlcen 
Ytssels— Great Distress. 

Madrid, No«. 7 — Fsrdinandez Sazann- 
sanza, captain of the steamship Cabo Machi- 
caco, which was blown up a^ Santander on 
Priday, arrived at Han SabiStian yester- 
day. He says that the explosion sent the 
steamer's engines fifty yards in the 
air. Sixty-five houses were wrecked 
from roof to cellar by the shock. 
Divers have been busy since yester- 
day at noon examining the harbor bottom 
near the quay, where the explosion occurred, 
Thoy have found piles of mangled bcjdiea 
among the ruina of the sunken vesaels. In 
one pile tho remnants of fifteen bodies 
were found. In another the aevered limbs 
and trunka of twentyfivo more lay. 
Tho work of collecting the bodies 
proceeds slowly. Captain Sazannaanza aays 
tho bodies under water can bo extricated 
only with the greatest diliiculty from tho 
wreckage into which thny are wedged. Tho 
military are clearing away the ruina on land. 
The suffering among the people at Santan- 
der is great. The bakers have made no 
bread and the markets are empty. The 
Minister -of Finance is superintending the 
work of repairs. 

The latest details of the disaster show the 
numbei of dead, missing and wounded to be 
fully 1,000. The soenes everywhere in the 
neighbortiood of the explosion are terril>ly 
sad. Whenever a body crushed and 
mangled beyond recognition is removed 
from the ruins a heartrending wail goes up 
from the women, who fear tho -shapeleBs 
maaa may bo tho romaina of aomo of their 
loved ones. No doubt numbora will never 
be identified. Mmy of tho dead were 
buried yesterday. Among tho bodies in- 
terred was tho headless ond mutilated body 
of tho Matquia di Pomba, The services 
were attended by largo crowds and many 
distressing scenes were witnessed. The 
divers employed to recover the bodies in tho 
hay have been bo appalled at the numberaof 
tho dead and tho grueeonio appearunco of 
the corpaea that they have refused to con- 
tinue tho work. Now men in beats with 
grappling irons are employed searching for 
the dead.

— In tlio Commons to day 
Gladatouo, replyin;,' to Ji)lin Redmond's 
question, aaid tho Government felt it to be 
its duty to give the business of the present 
sittings to tho Parish Council bills and Em- 
ployers' Liability bill, as well as final dispo- 
sition of tho billu passed during the earlier 
portions of tho aesaion, Tho Government 
proposed to reaerve the power of taking up 
any non-contentious billa if there waa press- 
ing necessity for so doing and if it was ihe 
general desire of the House to do ao. The 
Premier then reminded Mr. Redmond of a 
statement made by Chief .Secretary Morley 
that a bill for tlu! reliif of evicted tenanis 
would bo introduced during tho next aca 
sion. Mr. Sexton demandi^d that thu Ilouai' 
on both aides agree to olauso l.'J of tho Land 
Act of 1891, which could not be regarded as 
contentious. Chief Secretory Murley said 
ho was willing for a proposal of renewal of 
the clauao if Balfour would consent. Bil- 
four, in reply, said that ho could not possi- 
bly give bis consent to the introduction of a 
fragmentary bill.

London, Nov. 7.— George Robert Tyler, 
alderman for Qaeenhithe since 1887, having 

pissed the shrievalty of the city, aa ancient 
cuatoin requires, and been duly elected by 
the liverymen of tho great city guilds, will 
be duly installed Lord Mayor of London on 
Thursday, The new Lord Mayor ia really 
iaducted into of&ce on November 8, to-day, 
though the 9th is Lord Mayor's day. On the 
Sth, at Guildhall, he ia presented very cere- 
moniously with tho city's sceptre, seal, 
purao, sword, mace und keys, and tho re- 
tiring mayor formally resigns to him tho 
civic chair. 

To morrow morning the now Lord Moyor 
begins to o.xercise his functions, formally 
taking possession of hia oilice at the Gudd- 
hall. Then follows what is called the Lord 
Mayor's show. This is tho gorgeoua pro- 
cession from the Guildhall to tho law courts 
within the precincts of Woatminater, Bo- 
fore his coach rnn many footmen in livery, 
and there is a long line of carriages bearing 
the aldermen and other city ot&ciala, the 
heads of the several guilds and tho main 
body of the new* mayor's own guild. 
At the law courts the lord mayor ia pre- 
sented to the Lord Chief Justice of England, 
and takes the oaeh of fidelity to the 
sovereign. Then he .oalls on the judges of 
tho high court of jnstioe and invites them to 
dinner, takes possession of his official resi- 
dence, the Mansion house, and for a year 
within the city is tho greatest of all the 
Queen's subjects, giving precedence only to 
Her Majesty herself.

A STRIKE THAT FAILED. 

Tho slriko of some of the employes of tho 
St. Paul Street Railway Compuny came to a 
speedy end. A number of those men formed 
themselves into a union, and, not very long 
after their orgauizition, they demanded 
that tho company ahouUI dismiBS certain 
men ia thnir tmploy who did not belong to 
the Amalgamated A'lsooialion of Street 
Kailway -Euiployea of America. The com- 
pany appeared to concede to the demand of 
the men, in order to gain time. They laid 
off the men ohjeotcd to But, when thuy 
had completed their prepirutiona, they re- 
instated tho non-union men and discharged 
a number of unionists. A strike was im- 
mediately declared by the union, but tho 
company was prepared for it. They 
had men on band to take the places 
of tho strikers, and tho street cura ran 
pretty much as usual. Tho strikers pro- 
tested, but they mot with very little syuipa 
thy from tho citizens of St. Paul. It was 
oonsidered that thoy had no buainesa to 
take tho bread out of the mouths of men 
who had as good a right to earn an honest 
living as they had. The union men soon 
saw that they had made u mistake, and de- 
clared their willingness to work for the 
ooinpaiiy ou the ok! terms and under tho old 
conditions ; but a great many of them 
found that they were out of their job. The 
company were quito willing to take back as 
many of the strikers as they had work fur, 
but they refused to discharge any of the 
now men to uTike room for the reconoiUd 
strikers. The men who were thus left out 
in tho cold did nut get much sympathy from 
the people of St. Panl. The citizens con- 
sidered that the men had no right to treat 
their fellon' employes who did not see fit to 
join the union as harshly as they did. Those 
men had done nothing wrong. They had as 
good a right to stay out of tho union us 
their fellow employes had to join it. Tlio 
failure of this striko shows how important it 
ia that men who go out on atrike should bo 
in the right and should aot ic such a way as 
to aeonre the sympathy and moral support 
of the community in which they live. 



MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING. 

The Times is indignant because it haa 
discovered that a word has been changed in 
the sentences we quoted yesterday. The 
change, which is an improvement, was inad- 
vertently made in transcribing, and it does 
not affect the sense prejudicially in tho 
slightest degree. In fact, tho sentence as it 
ii in the Times, is for our purpose preferable 
to the altered one that appeared in the 
Colonist. We leave the reader to judge 
for himself. 

The Times aaya of the Ministers : 

— "and thus they effect tho double Iri- 
iimph ot handicapping a number of tradis 
and disoriminating against the Britibh 
article. " ' 

This ia how the clause appears in our 
article : 

"and thus they efTeot the double jiur- 

po.ie of handicapping a number of tiados 
and discriminating against the Briti h 
article." 

The reader sees that the word " triumph," 

if it has any significance in that conneciion, 
is harder on tho " Tory Ministers " than 
the haruileaa word "purpose.'' If wo hi-vo 
done any harm at all by our very natural 
mistake, it was to make the sentence n.ore 
favorable to the Times than it was as it 
appeared in the article which accused the 
Ministers of discriminating ugiinst Great 
Britain. To reiireaent thoao Ministera as 
triumphing in the success of their schemi to 
fiivor the Yankees at the expense of tl 
British is a more otTensive misrcpresentat'i n 
of their polioy than merely purposing to 
carry It out. 

Our contemporary is even more silly than 
it is disingenuous and ill-natured. Any one 
who has a particle of common sense would 
see that the substitution we made was 
wholly unintentional. The word we um d 
was the right word. It improved the sen- 
tence in every way. It also made it milder, 
which we certainly woald nor. have inten- 
tionally done. 

But the Times, in its eagerneaa to dis- 
cridii. Tory Minialers, ''who shout about 
the old tl ig," haa overstepped the mark. If 
it had used tho information which the Gov- 
ernment hud placed at its disposal at all 
fairly, we would not have found fault 
with its criticisms, for we are free to confess 
wo are not by any moans in lovo with tho 
elaborations and the oomplioations of ti e 
tariff. If our contemporary had described 
tho discovoricH uiailo by the men in the ser- 
vice of the Government in the same spirit 
as a Liberal editor, who is very far indeed 
from being a Grit, has done, wa would, so 
far fiom finding fault with its criticisms, 
have admired their truthfulness and their 
liberality. This is how tho editor of thu 
Winnipeg Free I'rosa introduces tho exau)- 
ples of diacriniination on which he eom- 
menta ; 

It is due to the Ottawa Ministers to say 
that they are imbued with on earnest desire 
to meet the popular wish in the mutter of 
tariff reform. Chey will no doubt go an far 
us thiy safely can, having a due regard for 
tho Hiicrcd rights of the manufaoturers. 
To fortify themselves for the coming 
atrugglo I hey have caused an oxhaus 
tive auiilysia of the customs tariff, 
with the view particularly of showing the 
mauufactuiera that in many instanci'S it in 
poBsiblo to reduce the apecilic duties with- 
out eudangerin)^ tho Hyalem of protection. 
But tho unulyiiiu ban been ik surprise to them- 
aolveH, an it diniionatratea beyond the chance 
of diapute that tho apecilic-duly system, 
which is tho very oaacnco of proteolinn, dis 
criuiinai.c8 against British goods. Xliia was 
not expected, and wo may bo auro tho dis- 
covery waa not altogether a pleasing one. 
Reducing thoao apecilic duties to an (ul 
valorem basis, and applying the latter to 
British and American goods of like kind, it ia 
.aeen that the latter is given a mdst sub- 
.fltantial advantage. 

Xhh is as far as possible from the oarpidgs 



SOCIALISM. 



the rulers of Great' Britain oan afford to treat 
socialism as if it did not exist. 



Very little is thought about socialism oa 
this side of tho Atlantic. A few individual 
a icialists have, hero and there, made them- 
selves heard, but socialists are as yet in tho 
Uuited States and Canada of no political 
importance, and, even aooially, they do not 
appear to have any influence worth serious 
coaslderation. Some of them are looked 
apaa aa amiable enthusiasts whose thcoriea 
f ir the renovation of society are impossible 
but harmless. Others are regarded as nds- 
chiovous agitators who would become dan- 
gerous if people would listen to them and bo 
guided by their advice. But neither the 
d ingerous socialists nor the harmless count 
for much as yet in North America. 

Bat it is very different in Europe. In 
Franco, in Germany and in Italy, tho states- 
men o( tho day aro compelled to look upon 
socialism as ono of the growing pjlitical 
forces. In Germany, particularly, tho 
socialists form a powerful political party — 
powerful both as regards its numbers and ita 
influence. In that country, too, the social- 
ists aro increasing rapidly, not in the great 
cities only, but in the amall towna and in tho 
rural villagea. At a congress held recently in 
tho city of Cologne, the Central committee 
reported that there are 1,800,000 socialist 
voters in the country, and that the increase 
since 1890, has been 350,000 votes. 
Tho Social-Democratic par^y in Ger- 
many outnumbers any Other single 
parly by hulf a million votes. 
Tho last election showed that the 
Socialists had gained greatly in voting 
power since 1890 In Poraerania, an agri- 
cultural and uHra-conservative province, the 
vote this year was 87,30S, nearly double 
that of 18'J0. The Socialists have large 
representation in the legislatures, both fed 
eral and state, and they couai(|ueatIy must 
exercise very considerable political inllu 
enoe. But their iniiueneein the councils uf 
the State is insigoifioant compared with 
their influence among the niaesea. Tho 
working class in the cities seems to be to a 
great extent socialistic, and, as we have al- 
ready hinted, their principles are niiiking 
wonderful headway among tho peasantry 

Wnat the result of the sproitd of sooialiam 
will be in Germany is hard to telL That ii. 
will in time effoot great changes, both in 
the state and in the induatrial world, ia evi- 
dent to all thinkii'g men. 

In Great Brituiu aocialisni haa been 
growing of late yours, but it has not yet 
made itself felt aa a political force. A very 
considerable proportion of tho miners and 
mechanics of the north of Kogland have 
imbibed socialistio principles, and the new 
converts are exceedingly onthusiastio in 
spreading the doctrines thoy have em 
braced. British socialists are not, us u 
rule, turbulent. They havo uo lovo for tho 
anarchists, who are so popular on tho con- 
tinent of Europe. They are, for the most 
part, state socialists, who believe in tho 
collective ownership and stuta control of all 
moans of pruductiim and distribution. 
Those who believe that aooiulism in Great 
Britain is the fad of u few, and that tho day 
will never oomo when it will ufleot the legis- 
lation of the country, are not aware of what 
ia going on quietly in every city and town 
and villugo in tho Old Country. There aro 
indications that British public men ure well 
aware of the progroae that socialism is mak- 
ing among the niaaacs, and they are, in time, 
trying to prevent its doing niischiif. It is 
hoped that judioloua measures, taken in 
time, may allay discontent, and may open 
the eyes of the people to thu imprjo'.iutbil- 
ity of some of tho doctrines of tho socialists, 
and the mischievous tendency of others. It 
is now blear that the dHy gone by when 



REFERRED TO THE SUPREME 
COURT. 

When the Marter bill to regulate tho 
traflio in intoxicating drinks in the Province 
of Ontario was bsfore the Logialuturo, and 
when the plebiscita on prohibition was pro- 
posed, the question of the jiiflsdiotion of tho 
Province naturally came up for diacustion. 
It appeared that no ono knew precisely what 
that juriadiotion ia in tho matter ot the 
liquor trallic, and wiihreapect to ))rohibitiou 
— not even tho mombera learned in the law. 
It was determined for the information and 
instruction of the Government and the Leg- 
ialature of the Province to prepare a series 
of questions for submission to tho Courts. 
It appears that the Provinces huvo not the 
power in such mutters to refer directly to 
the Supremo court of tho Dominion. If 
any Province wants to get the opin- 
ion of the last-mentioned Court with 
respect to the constitutionality of proposed 
provincial logialation, it will first have to 
apply to the provincial courts, uud if they 
ure not sutiatied with their decision they may 
appeal to tho Supremo Court of the Domin- 
ion. In this prohibition case, however, tho 
Dominion Government has agreed to take 
the matter out of tho hands of tho Provin- 
ial Government. It has adopted tho ques- 
tions drawn up by tho Ontario (Jovernment, 
and will refer them directly and at once, to 
the Supremo Court, These aro tho ques- 
tions to be submitted. 

(1) Has a Provincial Legislature jurisdto- 
ion to prohibit the sale within the Province 
f spirituous, fermented or other intoxicat- 
ing iicjuors ? 

(2) Or has the Lesislature such jurisdic- 
tion regarding such portions of the Province 
us to which the Canada temperance aot ia 
not in operation ? 

(.■J) Hub a Provinoial Legialatiiro juriadio- 
tion to prohibit tho manufacture of such 
liquora within the Province? 

(4) Haa u I'roviiicial Legislature jurisdic- 
tion to prohibit the importation of such 
li(]Uorn into tho l^rovincc ? 

(;■)) If a Provincial Legislature has not jur- 
isdiction to prohibit: sales of such liejuors, 
irrespective of quantity, has such Legialu 
ture jurisdiction to prohibit the aiile by re- 
tail, (.ccording to the dctioition of a aalo by 
retail either in atatutes in force in the Pro- 
vince at tho time of confederation or any 
other definition therei IV 

(0) If a Provincial Legislature bus n lim- 
ited jurisdiction only us regards tho prohibi- 
tion of sales, haa tho Legislature jurisdiction 
to prohibit sale", aubject to the limits provided 
uy the several sub aeOtioDS cf the 99tb Sec- 
tion of the Canada temperance act or any of 
them ? (R, S. C, chap 106, section 99.) 

(7) Had the Ontario Legislature jurisdic- 
tion to enact the 18tb aeotion of the aot, 
53rd Vio. , entitled " An aot to improve the 
liquor license acta," as the said section is 
explained by tho act passed by the said 
Legislature, 54 Vic, and entitled "An act 
reapecting locul option in the matter of 
liquor-selling. 

It is supposed that the Supremo Court 
will consider these questions ut its earliest 
couveuionce. It iiniat not bo forgotten that 
the (juestious to bo decided by the judges 
are simply questions of law. They have 
nothing whatever to do with the meritu of 
prohibition, neither nro they concerned 
with the policy of the Government with re- 
spect to that queation. They are appealed 
to as lawyers, and it is their duty to tell the 
Government what tho law permits to bo 
done and what it forbids. When they have 
anawered the questions, the matter of 
prohibition, both as regards the\Provincial 
and tho Federal Governmenta, will bo ex- 
actly where it ia now. The Governmenta 
will be instructed us to the oxtoot and na- 
ture of their reapectivo juriedictiona aa re- 
gards the liquor traffic. That will be alL 



A NOVEL CLASSIFICATION. 

Among tho reports in circulation as to the 
nature of the revised American tariff is ono 
which says that it is to contain four 
schedules— a free list, a ten per cent, list 
for minor articles, a forty per cent, list for 
luxuries, und a Hat for tho protection of 
labor. The labor proli.'ctive schedule, it is 
said, is to be made up of articles on which 
the cost of labor is higher in the United 
States than in other countries, and the 
duty is to amount to the difference in labor 
cost. 

We do not know what authority there is 
for this statement. Tho claanitication does 
not seem to bo unreasonable, but it is very 
difficult to foresee how a tariff framed on 
these lines will work, or whether it will ao- 
complish the end proposed or not. This re- 
port confirms all the others that have been 
raised with respect to the new tariff, inas- 
much as it shows that it is not to be in any 
sense u freo trade tariff.

The Connoil of the Board of Trade had 
a meeting yt aterday morning, the president, 
A. G. FluinorfHlt, in the chair, and A. L, 
Belyea, H, E Connon, A. B, Gray, H, E. 
Heiaterman, T. B. Hall, G. Leiser, E. B. 
Marvin, C. E. Renouf, VV. Templeman ond 
Robert Ward also present. 

A report from the committee on fisheries, 
on H. C. Beoton's scheme for tho disposal of 
fish offal, was received and filed, pending 
communication from tho cunners, who have 
received copiea direct from Mr. Beotou. 

A letter from tho Vancouver Board of 
Trade, covering tho meinoruiulum recently 
presented to the Finance Miniator, asked 
the co-operation of the Victoria board in 
securing the objects mentioned iu tho mem- 
orandum. The letter was filed. It was re- 
ceived the day after the Mmistera left Vic- 
toria, 

The subject of tho Midwinter Fair at 
San Frauciaco came np, on a letter forward- 
ed by tho secretary of a committee of Cana- 
dian residents there, who asked iha*; tho 
Hoard of Trade ahourd use its iiifluonce to 
secure exhibits from tho l^rovincial and Do- 
minion Governments. C. E Ronouf and 
G. Leiser spoke in favor of a Canadian ex- 
hibit, and the latter advocated a British 
Ciilumbia building A reaolutlon moved by 
l^obort Ward and aeconded by A. L. 
Belyea, declaring that in the opinion of the 
Board British Columbia should be repre- 
aentiid, and that the Departmt-nt of Agri- 
culture should be asked to organi/.u Provin- 
cial exhibits, was adopted after diacuasinn. 

An invitation from the isorotsry of the 
Chilian Mining Exhibition, to be held at 
Santiago, that this Province should send an 
exhibit, was referred to the Minister of 
Mines. 

A li tter from tho secretary of tho Bris- 
bane Cham her of Cominerco requested that 
tho Board would forward a map of Canada 
and information n^ganliiig tho business 
rtfl'.iira ijf thia country. It waa resolved that 
tho map and a Lmdget of iuformulion should 
bo forwarded. 

Tho nocutaity for a fireproof building for 
the National Museum at Ottawa was 
brought to tho attention of tho Board by a 
letter from Ottawa inviting its aasistanco in 
pressing the matter upon the Government. 
After a brief diacuasion, in which Mr. Ward 
suggested that the Ottawa board might re- 
ciprocate by assisting Victoria to secure a 
now post office, a resolution moved by A. L. 
Belyea, seconded by Robert Ward, endors- 
ing tho proposition, was carried. 

The President reported that a letter from 
tho San Francitco Chamber of Commerce 
requesting the co operation of this board in 
securing tho establishment of a life-saving 
station near Cape Flattery, had been handed 
to the Dominion Ministers on their recent 
visit and had not been returned. Action 
was accordingly deferred. 

C. E Reaoaf brought np the sabject ' of 
the Provincial tax on mortgages, which he 
thought should receive the attention of the 
board. Robert Ward said the men who 
wore directly interested wou d present a 
petition to the Government on the lines of 
that presented last seasion. Though the tax 
is nominally on the lender, it ia really paid 
by the borrower, who haa to pay a tax on 
tho value of hia land and in addition a tax 
on the amount of money borrowed on 
mortgage. He euggeatod an income tax as 
a subs' itute. 

A. L Belyea thought it time that the 
Government atopped collecting lhe personal 
property tax from residents i^f the muni- 
cipalities. He suggested also that an en- 
deavor should bu made to have tho 
law on the subject altered, so that a 
landlord could not, as at present, let his 
rent go an unreasonable time and then seize 
everything on the premises, to the prejudice 
of other orpditora. 

Robert Ward mentioned tho control of the 
fiihcrios as another matter to which atten- 
tion might be directed, with a view cf 
placing it in the hands of the Provinor, and 
thus to end tho contiououa trouble with the 
M trine and Fisheries department, A L. 
Belyea aaid'the Privy Guunoil had decided 
that the Pi-ovinoa of New Brunswick con- 
trolled the fiaheriea of that province, and it 
would not be a bad idea to have a test aeu 
hero. 

The matters relating to lei^ialation will be 
loft in the hands of the Legislative commit- 
tee for action.

MIDWINTER FAIE. 



Hifirbly Satisfaetory Prosress Belug: 
Made Witli the BaUdings-Fetv 
Exhibits Have Arrived. 



Vassav Collpge to Make Au Educa- 
tional Exhibit— Order of the 
Eastern Star. 



San FiiANXisco, Nov. 7. — Tho progress 
thus far nmdo by the contractors oa the stiv- 
ersl main boildinga of the Midwinter fair is 
highly aatiafaotory. Tlie briol(W<|rlc ot the 
art building ia all completed, the iron-roof 
^irdera are on, and even if rain doea aet in 
thoro will bo little or no delay on tho work. 
Tho mechanic arts building may bo said to 
be practically under roof, for only tho glass 
for the skylights ia miesinp;, and this will bo 
in place in a few days. Tho roof of tho 
horticultural building will bn of tin painted 
to reaoniblo tiles, and it can readily under- 
stood that it will not take long to put this 
in place. Another week of good weatlier 
will put tho niunufucturoa buildiug under 
coyer, so thoro need bo no feur that tho 
buildings will not bo ready in time. The 
most notable progress made during tho past 
week has been in connectiun with the ad- 
ministration building, which has risen two 
Btoriea in height daring eight days. Tho 
various concessionaries aro also making 
rapid progress. 

It will bo necessary for some of the Mid- 
winter Fair conoosaionaires to bestir them- 
selves if the exposition ia to open on time. 
Tho Hawaiian people are tho only ones who 
hare thus far made noticeable progress. 
Their ground ia all graded and the lumber 
for the oyolorania ia on the spot. The 
Vienna people have until the lOch day of 
November in which to begin operations. 
The foundationa for the Santa Barbara Sea 
Lion building ia now being laid and the oon- 
traotots for the Chinese buiidfaig will begin 
work to-morrow. The Japanese conces- 
sionaire aaya he will be ready by January 1. 

The next few daya will make a great dif- 
ference in the appearance of tho expoaition 
grounds. Work on tho Hcidellierg caatlo 
will bo begun ot once. The site for tho wild 
animal exhibition has been detinitoly located 
and that building will also spring up imme- 
diately. In addition to this Count Vermont 
ia on his way from Chicago with tho people 
who aro to superintend tho construction of 
Iho Oriental conOL'saions, so that there will 
be a busy scene in all parts of the grounds 
within a few daya, and from then on until 
everything is in readineas for the opening 
on January 1. 

The managers of Nevada's exhibit for tho 
Midwinter Fair have sent word to the ex- 
ecutive committee that the space originally 
received by thorn will not bo aufUcient. 
Nevada now wants I'oW iquare feet of space 
in the agricultural building. The Nevada 
managers will be liere in a day or two with 
a view of ascertaining, if possiblei the sizo 
/and shape of the space allotted to them so 
' that their exhibit may bo made accordingly. 

The AuBtro-Hungary Midwinter Fair as- 
sociation haa selected the 2-lth day of April 
for their day, that date being the fortieth 
anniversary of the wedding of Emperor 
Francis Joseph. Tho secretary of the Aus- 
trian auxiliary has sent out nearly 100 let- 
ters to Auatro-Hungarians on this Const, 
with a view of interesting them in tho com- 
ing exposition. Vassar college has asked 
for 8p»ce in which to make an educational 
exhibit. The department of history of that 
well known institution haa sent for informa- 
tion aa to tho amount of space that would be 
available for the exhibit contemplated. The 
Order of tho Eastern Hear ia sending a c r- 
cular letter to all subordinate chapters in 
the State, calling atcentitn to the opportu- 
nity offered at the Midwinter Exposition 
for the enhancement of interest in the Ordir 
and for its own development in every direc- 
tion. It is the desire of tho committee of 
the Order who have this matter iu charge to 
establish headquarters at the Exposition for 
receptions and entertainments. Their desire 
ia to erect a building of their own, or at 
least to have space in one of the large build- 
ings. 

Tne location for the Midwinter Exposition 
ia a desirable one from every point of view. 
It occupies the centre of tho people's pleas- 
ure ground, Golden Gate Park, than which 
there is no prettier spot on the face of tho 
globe. Tho five main buildinga now being 
erected are grouped around a parallelogram, 
in the centre of which there will bo an elec- 
tric tower 270 feet in height, a number of 
artistically ornamtntal fouutiina, and fea- 
tures of Ijkndscape gardening kvhich will rival 
the famous gardens of Versailles, The larg- 
est building is that deaiened for 

MANUKACTCJRES AKD LII1ER.VL ARTS. 

I's dinionsiona aro 4G'2x237 feet, covering 
101,78-1 tquare feet of ground. This build- 
ing is Moorish in design, with all tho pic- 
turesque effects to which that style of archi- 
tecture readily lends itself. A gallery, 
averaging 39 feet in width, exluudu all 
around the' interior, from which visitors 
may survey the vast array of exhibits. 
Broad avenues traverse the main floor longi- 
tudinally, crossed by one of equal width at 
right angles in the centre. There ia an 
additional floor under the dome, at a height 
of 54 feet from the ground, opening out into 
a roof garden which will bo filled with 
palms and plants, and on the four great ex- 
terior t<}wers there are projecting balconies, 
rich with the flora of tho I'aciQc coast. The 
second largest building ia known as 

THK MECIIANICAI. AUT.S ItUILDINO., 

Its size is 166x321- feet. In the centre arc 
two large tanks, with fountains in each, the 
power lor operating which originates with 
the pump exhibit, which will surround tho 
tanks. The building is oa purely Indian ua 
it is possible to design a building of this 
class in that atyle. The peculiar roof, with 
"prayer towera" rising on each side, tho 
lofty arch entrance 'flMked by kioaqurs, 
and the brilliant coloring cannot 
fail to produce an excellent first effect, 
and when once the visitor haa entered the 
building it will be found filled with every- 
thing that heart could wish in tho liuu of 
exhibits that might renaoimlily be nxpecteil 
in Machinery hull. Immudiately iu thu 
rear of this building, and acparated from it 
by six feel of H[jace, i.^ pluued tho boiler 
house, .■!r)x2l!l foot, containing thirty l)oili:rH 
of 100 horse power each, which will furnish 
power to operate tho electric lights and tho 
machinery rif tho expoaition. 

IIORTICULTUBE AND AflBICULTUUE. 

One of the moat atriking architectural 
features of the Expcaition is to be the Hor- 
ticultural and Agrioallural Building, which 
is now under construction with the others 
of tho group. The architect took for the 
foundation of his work the old Spanish 
mission stylo so charaoteristic of Califor- 
nia's early history. With this he has coin- 
hinod more than a tingo of tho RoniaiiCEque. 
Tho groat dome of this building, behind and 
above tho arched entrance, and carrying a 
secondary dome on its crown, ia certain to 
be a land-mark in the Exposition groundH. 
It will be 101 feet 6 inches in diameter and 
ainety feet from the ground to the lantern. 



Round tho doma on tho insida thero will bo 
a roof garden, tho back ground of which 
will be beautified with a series of plaster 
figures iu low relief, not ohcruba of Raphael 
or Michael Angulo, but niiiteenth century 
cherubs of tho Ivato Greenawuy order, an 
innovation that is sure to be popular. Tho 
extreme length of this building will be 2UG 
feet 6 inches, and the greatest width 190 
feot. ' 

A PALACE OF FINE ARTS. 
One of the amaller buildings, simple in 
form and unpretentious in outline, is tho 
Fine Arts Building. Critics look upon this 
building aa an artiatio gom. Tho design ia 
conspicuously Eiiypliau. Thoro ia nn uu- 
miatakablo Uavur of tho pyramids and of the 
Nilo about it. Sphinxes are placed at the 
base of u grass terrace, mounted on high 
pedestals, between which pedestals are 
broad steps, 40 feot in length and eight in 
number, loading to tho level of tho entrance 
to the frouc vestibule. This vestibule is 00 
feot in length, .34 feet wide, and 4S feet to 
the base of tho pyramid which is the crown- 
ing feature of tho entrance to tho building. 
Tho rooms for paintings, tho statuary court 
and tho gallery for water colors are rectan- 
gular in form and perfectly lighted. The 
stairs, wainscoting and friezes are animated 
by tho heads of beasts and birds and the 
snored ibis. Tho rooms urdor the gallery 
floor aro united by aeries of d roped openings. 
Tho second floor ia a gallery indeed, tho 
rail of whioh forma tho finish of tho grand 
interior court. Electricity will bo abun- 
dantly provided for practical purpoaea and 
for purposes of diaploy, both within and 
without tho building, thus giving its pro- 
portions duo advantage at night aa well as 
by day. 

THK AD.'MINISTRATION liail.DIK'.i. 

There will bo un Administration building 
Oriental in outline, representing a combina- 
tion of Central Indian and Siamese archi- 
tecture. This building consists of a largo 
central square, covered by a dome, with 
four pavilions at tho angles, Tho principal 
feature of tho buildiug is tho richly orna- 
mented dome, 125 feet in height by ijO feet 
in diameter, beautifully decorated on the 
inaide, auu which, is intended to bo bril- 
liantly illuminated ut night. This building 
is to contain the ofHcea of the Expoaition 
minagement, the department of publicity 
and promotion, the foreign departnient, 
assembly rooms for foreign commissioners, 
press headquarters, the post-office, bank 
and information bureau, and will undoubt- 
edly be the centre of general interest in the 
Exposition.

Springfield Republican : The public ser- 
vice is becoming largely a family affair. 
This ia what a special Congressional investi- 
gating committee finds. Of I7,.')99 em- 
ployes in the departments at Washington, 
no less than .'i.tilO have relatives at tho 
same time drawing government salaries. 
Five officials have each eight relatives in 
the service with themselves, twenty-six 
have fire eaoh, ninety-six have four each, 
279 have three each, and so on. Many 
cases are given where nearly entire families, 
parents with brothers and sisters, are hold- 
ing well-paid places. The spoila men are 
seizing upon these facts as telling against 
reform. They rather tell in the other 
direction. 

No traveller is more popular in Denmark 
than the Czar, although his luggage conaista 
of no fewer than .300 largo trunks, exactly 
twice tho number of tho-ie used by tho Prin- 
cess of \V alea and her duughtera, which till 
fourteen railway vans. One of these cases 
if entirely devoted to imperial pretonts, 
which are distributed with extraordinury 
liberality. A largesse of 10,000 franca is 
distributed among tho Fredensborg eorvanta 
and Danish functionaries of all grades are 
made happy by various croaaes and ribbona 
of Stanisliiua and St. Anne. Diamond rings 
reward the assiduity of the police, while 
gold watches and chains of considerable 
value aro bestowed on the telegraphers and 
station-mastere. The Emperor always causes 
a largo aum of money to be given to the poor 
of Fredensborg. 

Montreal Star : — Tho Journeymen liakera' 
Co-operativo Union aro to present a peti- 
tion to the Logialaturo at the coming sea- 
aion, asking for legislation by which i7ia3tor 
bakera bu rc(|uired to have their bread 
baked in tho day time instead of at night, 
and that they be relieved of Sunday work. 
In support of their claim, tliey allege that 
night work for baUora ia cnntrary to health 
and not at all useful to the trade. They 
hold that bread bnUed in Lhu day liino is 
hotter tliiUi that biiUed at niijht, as it cun be 
delivered while still liot froni the oven. 
Again, they allege that their rcligiouu 
duties aro interfered with on .Sundays. Thu 
only argument they Siiy that exiala in favor, 
of biking at night ia that it is keeping up a 
cuatum. Already twenty bakeries, mostly 
situated in Montreal E.iat, do all tboir bak- 
ing in the day time. The petition to the 
Legislature ia being very extensively 
signed. 

Chicago Tribune: The trustees of tho 
Columbnkn Museum have been offered one 
of Washington's swords. It is the sword

Lewis, of the United States navy, and ita 
authenticily ia aaid tn ho eatabliahed with- 
out a doubt, Miaa Taylor, it seems, how- 
ever, eiinuoL uH'ijrd to part with tho sword 
without a consideration, but tho communi- 
cation sent to the trnstees by one of her 



friends did not fix tho amount desired. 
Several ylars ago, it is said, a bill was in- 
troduced in Congress to pay $20,000 for the 
relic and lot it become the property of the 
i Government, but it failed to pass,

San Froncisco Cull : An amount of con- 
traband opium that ordinarily would bring 
about .^;.3,(jOO, but which under a forced sale 
will not realize much nioro than $2,000, if it 
reaches that figure, was seized by Iniipcctor 
Thomas Engar iu the Southern Pacilio ware- 
house. Fourth and Townaend stncte, yes- 
terday afternoon. The siulV came pretty 
well concealed. There were two largo cases, 
marked " Chinawaro," addressed respect- 
ively to " P. F. Hanson " and " F. Roland," 
aud destined to thia city. In each case 
were three boxes, like craeker-boxes, and iu 
these boxes tho tina of opium were neatly 
laid in tiers, with fine paper between the 
tiers. Altogether there were 400 five tael 
tins of Victoria "Lai Yuen" opium 
in the two cases. The "Lsi Yuen" 
brand is said by regular Chinese 
dealers to be of a very superior 
quality. Originally this brand was made 
in Hongkong, but the fourteen factories at 
the British Columbian capital havesoauc- 
ceatfully imitated it since the duty was 
raited from Sd 'o $10 that dealers here have 
furnished quite a ready market for it, The 
seizure of this drug justifies Collector Wise 
in increasing the force at Fourth and 
Townsend streets. l?oforo ho loft for the 
East ho had a conference with Surveyor 
Kilburn and Deputy Surveyor Ruddell, and 
tho result was that Mr, Eigar, who is tho 
regular day inspector, waa given un assist- 
ant. According to tho waybills, tho opium 
came from Denver. It came over the Cen- 
tral Pacific from Ogden. Tho remainder of 
its circuitous route has not yet been traced. 
The customs ofSoials are reticent as to the 
sender of the stuff.

It is a decided novelty to find 
yellow stockings in sea island cotton and 
silk, some worked half way up, with white 
or black figures, some jirinted, some 
ribbed and otiiers open work lace. There 
are some of all kinds and colors, where 
a printed or woven pattern extends in 
lines about half way up, and there are 
ill ways highly contrasting colors, such 
as rod on blue black or green, wliito on 
blaek and other colors, or yellow on 
black, red, brown, green and white, as 
well as all the purples from lilac to 
prune. 

Some of them have the lower portion 
in dark colors and the upper cream or 
pink. Tho jdii ids never come but half 
way up on stockings of solid color, light 
or dark. Some of the thick stockings for 
cold weather are plaid, and somo are 
solid colors worked with jjrotty floral 
patterns. There is a lino of printed 
stockings where the ])attern is j)alm and 
other tropical ijlants quite largo done in 
shaded black and gray on a> Ulac drab, 
brown or pale green ground. There is no 
color out this season or promised for 
spring that is not matched in tho stock- 
ings. Tlmv are all black for ladies who 
prefer, but these are rarely jdain, being 
either woven in lace effect or ribbed. 
The bayadere in longitudinal black and 
\vhit(! stripes will bo a rage. White 
stockings, lac-e or embroidered, will bo tho 
dancing stockings, and the other pretty 
fancies will be worn at home and abroad. 
It is quite the thing to have tho hosiery 
match th« gown. 

The fashion in mourning gowis keeps 
pace with that for other costunitjs, and 
there is no reason why a woman should 
envelope herself like a mummy in shape- 
less folds of heavy goods, as too many 
feel it right to do. A walking gown and 
capo for a young widow in her third 
year of mourning were a gown of fine 
brocaded henriette, with tho front over- 
laid with a fall of courtauld crape from 
neck to foot. The back was laid in deep 
plaits. The triple capo was of tho same, 
lined with dull silk and bordered with 
crape, and tho neck had a rose plaiting 
of the crape. A tiny crapo bonnet had 
a fine trimming of dull jet. Black suede 
gloves were worn with this. A first 
mourning gown for a young lady was of 
silk warp henriette bordered with crapu 
in scallops. The jacket had a plaited 
vest of crape, with crapi; rever collars. 
The hat was of black felt, witli crapo 
bows and a long veil, with which were 
worn suede gloves. Tho wearing of 
veils by the young, excejit widow.s, is not 
obhgatory.

Three mine-, 
are working, Tho steamers Crown of Eng- 
land and Montserrat and the bark Colusa 
are in for cargoes. The Northfleld mine ia 
still oloaed, but is expected to reopen on 
Thursday. 

Tho E'ist Wellington minora went on 
strike at 5 o'clock this evening, Tho men 
expected to gut the aamo terma oa tho Na- 
naimo minera, but R. D. Chandler telegraph- 
ed from San Frunciaco this afternoon that 
tho owners were not prepared to iiiuUe any 
change. The strike throwa about three 
hundred men nut of employment. 

The Eisfc Wellington mines have not been 
working at all regularly of late and muny 
of the iniuera liave bjirely made an existence. 
When tho twenty per cent, reduction was 
enforced, three months ago, the minera 
stronuly opposed tho change, but Ihially 
went to work on tho understanding tliat 
they would receive the same treatment ua 
tho employes of the New Vancouver Coal 
Company. Last week the men quit work 
ponding a settlement. They attended tho 
mass meetiog of Nanaimo miners yesterday 
and urijed that all stand together, but, as 
previously annouDoed, the Nanaimo men ac- 
cepted the company's offer without coosid- 
oration for the employes of the other col- 
liery. 

When the result of the Nanaimo miners' 
meeting was known. Manager W. Chandler 
at once w ired R. D. Chandler, one of the 
principal otvuera of the Etst Wellington 
colliery at San Franoisco for instructions. 
Tho reply came back that owing to the pre- 
Bcnt condition of tho coal market it was im- 
pnaailile ts make better terms with the men. 
There ia very little probability of the owners 
meeting the men's demands, as under pre- 
aent clrciimatancea it would be more profit- 
able lor them to keep tho coal under grounil. 
The closing of tlio mine will causa severe 
hardship to a largo number of faniilina do 
pendent entirely upon tho colliery for the 
means of livelihood, more particularly aa 
winter is at hand, and work elsewhere is 
very bard to obtain. No disturbance of 
any kind is anticipated.

U. S. FLA& FIRED ON. 

Tiie Steamer Ooata Blc& Would NotSnmndcr 
a l assenger. 

Nf;w York, Nov. 7. — The Herald's La 
Libertad, Honduras, dispatch says : Hon- 
daraa fired upon the American flag. By the 
alleged orden of President Yatquez and by 

the express command of the commissioner of 
the port of Amapalu, several ehota were 
fired after the Pacific Mail steamship Coata 
Bica, flying the stars and stripes, us she 
steamed away, because she refused to sur- 
render one of bar passengers to the Honduras 
Government. United States Minister Baker 
was on board the Costa Rica. The name of 
the passenger about whom the trouble 
arose is P. lioniUa, who recently ted a revo- 
lution in Honduras, but was defeated by 
Gen. Vasquez. He fled to Nicaragua and 
decided to leave there in - order to relieve 
the Government from all responsibility, llv 
therefore sailed from Nicarugiia for (.Uiatu- 
mala. Minister B^ker and I(JO others were 
fellow pusaengers. They arrived yeaterduy 
at Aniapala, tiie port of entry of Honduras 
on the Pacific cnaat. In the afternoon the 
commander of Fort Villa demanded that 
Captain Dow should anrrender Honilla. 
When tho lequcst was refused a threat was 
made to sink the ship, and it was asserted 
that President Vasquez had given ordura to 
that effect. 

The commander of the fort, incensed at 
the refnsal for tho surrender of Bonilla, 
gave ordets to fire on the ship after night- 
fall, when it was too dark to leave with 
safecy. A Government ofiSoer came on 
board at 3:30 o'clock this morning, saying 
new orders had been received from the 
President, insisting on tho delivery of 
Bonilla or bonihardment of tho ship. Capt. 
Dow replied to tho commander of the fort 
that he would receive his answer in half an 
hour, but before tho time had expired he 
sailed away. 

Several allots were fired after the Coata 
Rica, although carrying tho American llig. 
One of the allots atruck her, doing no dam- 
age, but it is fcMired the Callao, of tho aanie 
line, wliich ia lying ir. the port, may have 
been injured, for the firing waa continued 
some time after the vehael waa out of range. 

The Congri^s of liondiiraa has conferred 
upon Con. Vnsj(jui z [inwer to make war on 
Nicaragua if an iiiv isioii of the revolution- 
ists of that republic occurs.

lieemed advis-iblo to do so. With tho cer- 
tainly that purchusea of silver bullion are 
stopped wo can probably use silver to ad- 
vantage. If I ahould proceed to coin some 
of the bullion now on liaud it would give us 
aboui 5:1,01)0,000 a month in aeigniorage, 
and, I think in tho present condition of llie 
treasury I could uao it with advantage. I 
do not waut to have a misrepresentation or 
miHUoderatanding of my movements by tho 
country."

STATE SOCIALISM. 

It is Blflsaoming, Not Only In Partlameut, 
But All Over Great Britain. 

Nkw York, Nov, 6. — Harold Frederic 
cables the Times from London : England 
has resumed the thread of Engliah parlia- 
mentary legialation, after the past year of 
boisterous embattled interruption, as calmly 
as if there had never been any Irish ques- 
tion at all. 

There is some chance of partisan entangle- 
ment over the employers' liability bill, 
shortly to bo taken up, the more so as Mr. 
Chamhsriain will by that time bo homo. 
But the parish councils hill is swimming 
through with only the merest ripple of dis- 
sent. The sweeping provisions of this 
measure were explained fully at the timo 
of its introduction, and such amendments 
U will be accepted will not much limit its 
scope, which' is really far broader and more 
revolutionary than any so-called reform bill 
since 1832 

Even under the limited powers given the 
new county oouncils in 1888, the most 
astonishing and diversified experiments in 
state Booialism have blossomed all over tho 
country. Only the other day, for instance, 
iho Canibridgeahiro council opened a big 
poultry school at Whittlesey, where the 
entire ruatic population of the county waa 
invited to como and atudy, gratia, under 
professional tuition, every phaao and prob- 
lem of profitable poultry raising. VVith 
some thousand of minor bodiea given 
similar powers of initiative and expendi- 
ture, we are likely to see things in England 
which no previoua syatem of government 
has over dreamed of in its philosophy,

MILLIONAIRE MONTGOMEKY. 

A Pioneer of Han Fraiirlsco Dies on the Kvu 
of Three Ucore Yfiirs iiiul Ten. 

Sas F]i.\Ni;iS(,'i), Nov. 7, -Alexander 
Montgomery, the pioneer, millionaire and 
philanthropist, passed away Saturday even- 
ing in the presence of his family, after an 
illness of long duration. For years he had 
been a sufferer from liver trouble, which de- 
veloped into dropsy, and for several months 
he bad been unable to leave hia bed, 
His death will be sincerely mourned, not 
only by his relatives and intimate 
friends, but by many organic itions of 
which be has been a liherul benefactor. 
Ali-xander Montgomery was a pioneer ol 
1849, landing in thia city on yeptemlier li, 
of that year. He came a poor man, but, 
accumulated a foriuno of between $13,.SOO, 000 
and $.'1,000,000 and owned land in nearly 
every cuuntry in the state. Liberality has 
beon one of his chief charnoleriatiea, and 
801110 of his liifts to religious and aocial in- 
atitutiona have been very munihcont. Tho 
deeoaaed waa in hia sixty-ninth year. His 
native place waa the County l^own in tho 
North of Ireland, and tho date of liia birth 
was March '2, IH'z't. His father was a fairly 
proMperoun f-irmer. 

Hsa funeral took pluco this morning from
